In the past season infected Ims have been 
found in New Jersey, New York, Maryland 
and Connecticut. The source of the disease 
in this country is thought to be Carpathian 
| elm logs imported from Europe and entering 


entry for such logs are potential centers for 
the spread of the disease as well as points to 
which these logs were shipped before being |

The first 
sign of the disease is the sudden wilting of

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Milk Inspection 

It seems that at last the board of 
health is planning to inspect milk: they 
convinced the finance committee of that 
fact and then the finance committee 
convinced the town, with the result that 
Monday afternoon the board was given 
an increased appropriation for new milk 
inspecting equipment. When the board 
of health first presented its budget to the 
finance committee, it contained no pro- 
vision for new equipment, but suddenty 
it was discovered that this new equip- 
ment was needed, Accordingly this tn- 
formation was passed on to the finance 
committee, and the finance committee 
not having much time to investigate the 
matter very thoroughly, approved an 
inerease, 

If new equipment were needed, why 
was it not brought up before the last 
minute? Did the previous equipment go 
bad suddenly, unexpectedly? [t certainly 
should have been in excellent condition, 
for after it was bought a few years ago 
it lay unused under the table in the town 
accountant’s office for years. Town hall 
dust may have gotten into it, but noth- 
ing else, not even milk, evidently. 

The milk inspection situation ts an 
unusual one. For twenty-six years the 
present chairman of the board of health 
held the position, his salary recently 
being seventy-five dollars a year. hen 
last vear his holding of the position was 
declared illegal by the state house since 
no member of a board may hold a 
salaried position under that board. 
Hlowever, he kept on in the position at 
ho salary, until recently a new inspector 
was appointed. The board ts, it ts under- 
stood, planning a salary of $200 for the 
new inspector instead of the previous 
$75. Then it is also planning to purchase 
new equipment to take the place of the 
old equipment, 

If the poard is not acling extravagant-

Disease and Immigration 

The Immigration law alYecting dis- 
eased persons whe seek to enter the 
United States follows: ‘Temporary 
admission will net be granted in the 
case of any alien brought to a seaport 
of the United Stites as an applicant 
for such admission who at time of ar 
rival is within any of the classes of 
aliens hereafter described in this para 
graph, unless prior to departure from 
abroad consent shall have been ob 
tained from the secretary of labor for 
the alien to be admitted temporarily 
at a seaport of the United States, and 
if upon arrival he is found not to be 
within any of such classes other than 
as stated in the upplicution for such 
consent; any alien afflicted with 
idiocy, insanity, imbecility, feeble 
mindedness, epilepsy, constitutional 
psychopathic inferiority, chronie alco: 
holism, tuberculosis in any form or a 
loathsome or dangerous contagious dis- 
ease. if it appears to the sat- 
isfaction of the secretary of labor that 
these disabilities might have been de 
tected by the exercise of reasonable 
precaution prior to the departure of 
such alien from abrond.” 


Ohio’s Entrance Into Union 

For many years there were those | 
who claimed Ohio became a state in 
1802, and Henry Howe, author of the | 
famous “Historica! Collections,” holds 
to this view. But on February 19, 
1808, congress declared that Ohlo, by 
adoption of a constitution had become 
a state of the Union, On April 30, 
1802, congress passed an act author- 
izing the eall of a constitutional con 
vention for Ohio, ‘This convention as 
sembled at Chillicothe November 1, 
and on the 20th of the same month a 
constitution of government wis 
ratified und signed by the members ot 
the convention, It was never referred 
to the people to ratify or reject; in 
fact, the convention decided by a vote 
of 27 to 7 to deny them that privilege, 
But the Constitution became the fun 
damental law of the state by the act 
of the convention alone, and it is this 
act by which those who claim the 1502

Egypt is the center of Arab horse 
racing in North Africa. Almost 1,200 
Arab ponies, in addition to Arab 
horses, and countrybreds and _ thor- 
oughbreds, are maintained on the rac- 
ing circuit conducted by the Jockey 
Club of Egypt at the Gezira Sporting 
club and the Helfopolis Sporting club, 
in Cairo, and the Alexandria Sporting 
club, in Alexandria, 

The Bedouins are great racers and 
bring their horses long distances from 
Syria and Palestine, sometimes riding 
them all the way. The best of the 
Arab ponies that have won in native 
races may be worth from $50 to $150, 
but if they win one of the big Egypt- 
ian races in their class, their value 
may mount to $2,500 and up. If his 
pony wins, the Bedouin blossoms into 
gorgeous flowing apparel and the shag- 
gy beast is elevated into royal estate
